Proposed  by  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  Frank  Lascelles,  P.C.,  G.O.B., 
O.0.1LO.,  G.CV.O.,  British  Ambassador  to  Germany  from 
1895  to  1908.

That  this  meeting  of  Citizens  of  Glasgow,  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Lord  Provost,  Magistrates,  and  Town  Council  of 
the  Citv,  associates  itself  with  the  widespread  desire  which 
prevails  among  the  people  of  Great  Britain  for  the  removal  of 
any  misunderstandings  that  may  exist  between  this  country  and 
Gmnany,  welcomes  every  movement  having  for  its  object  the 
perpetuation  and  devdo{Hnent  of  friendly  relations  between  the 
two  BatioitB,  and  urges  on  His  Majesty's  Government  the 
desirability  of  doing  everything  in  its  power  to  make  muiifest 
in  its  interooorse  with  the  German  GovcHrnmmit  the  ondoubtedly 
friendly  feeling  existing  in  this  oonntry.
